pri tat his Subjets for the Value of the Bank-Bills, 

and the Company mortgages to the King the 1606 

Millions of Livres they have lent him, as a Security 

to the Adminiftration of the Bank, for which they 

are to’ be anfwerable to the Council, and the Chamber 
Accompts. In Confideration of this Ceflion, the 

Company is not. to demand the Difference of 5 per 

Cent. between the we Bank- Bills, and all wo 
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of 1o Livres are to be recall’d in two Months, and 
the Bank is not to give out the Species at a higher 
Rate than the current Price. His Majefty makes over 
to the Company all his Stock, amounting to fifty 
Millions of Actions, with the fifth Repartition, for 
nine hundred Millions which the Company fhall pay 
to his Majefty, as. follows, viz. three hundred Milli 
ons in the Year 1720, and the fix hundred remaining 
Millions in ten Years, by monthly Payments of five 
Millions each. the firft to begin from the rft of Fan

Year, are to remain in the Bank, to ferve his Majefty 
on his extraordinary Occafions. _ The India Company 
isnot to advance any Sum to his Majefty upon any 
Pretence whatever, nor the Bank make any Payments 
for him, ‘till the Funds anfwering the fame are aétu- 
ally in their Cath. , 

e King enables the Company to grant Annuities 
upon themfelves of two Millions a Year, at 2 per Cent. 
making a Capital of five hundred Millions. 


Thefe were the chief Propofals made on the Part 
of the King, and iy le by the Company, where 
it appears That the peedy Subfcription of the AMif- 
Pippi Stock, which was cry’d up as a Miracle, was, in 

ity, no- Matter of Surprize, feeing that out of 
1500 Millions the King had 9c0, without including 
the Shares of the Princes of the Blood, the Minifters, 
and Favouritesof Mr. Law. Thefe Regulations were 
not at firft well relifhd by the Generality of the 
Members of the Company; and their Stock began to 
fall upon it. Mencould not perfwade themfelves that 
the Company woilld be able to pay the King 300 Mil 
lions in one Year: It was rather expected, that. that 
Sum, or the remaining Goo Millions, fhould have been 
deducted out of the 1600 Millions which the King 
ow'd the Company: But the very Arreft alledges, that 
this could not be done, becaufe his Majefty was en- 
gag’d by a Declaration, not to redeem any Part of the 
Sum due to the Company, ’till atter the Expiration of 
25 Years. Thus the King fold all his Stock at once, 
and the great Men fold their Shares, or at leaft the 
greateft Part of them; infomuch that the Buyers. met 
with a very different Fate from the firft Subfcribers; 
and many Country Gentlemen, who came to Para big 
with the Hopes of making great Fortunes, had the 
Mortification 
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Mortification to return Home, after having loft, by 
Stock-jobbing, the Money they brought with them. 


Soon after this, it being obferv'd, that feveral Eng- 
lih, Scots, and Irifh, who had been in Rebellion in 
Great Britain, were return’d to Paw, from whence 
they had been banith’d fome Time before, the Go- 
vernment, on Complaint thereof by the Britif Mi- 
nifter, publifh'’d an Ordinance, commanding the Ar- 
ticles in feveral Treaties relating thereunto to be put 
in Execution ; which Ordinance is as follows : 





His Majefly’s Ordinance, which orders all foreign Rebels 
to depart the Kingdom within eight Days. 


H 1S Majefty having caus‘d to be reprefented to him 
the 3d Article of the Treaty concluded at the 
Hague the qth of Fanuary, 1717, between him, the 
King of Great Britain, and the States-General of the 
United Provinces; and the qth Article of the Treaty 
concluded at London the zd of duguft, 1718, between 
him, the Emperor, and the King of Great Britain, 
which Articles, among other Things, contain a Pro- 
mife not to give Refuge, in his Kingdom, to any of 
the Subjects ef the contracting Powers, who have 
been declar'd Rebels, but even to caufe them to depart 
the Territories under his Obedience within the Space of 
eight’ Days, after Requifition thereof thall have been 
made ; and his Majefty being willing more particular- 
ly to explain his Intentions with relation thereto, he, 
by this prefent Ordinance, by the Advice of the Duke 

Orleans Regent, makes moft exprefs Inhibition, and 
forbids all thefe of the Subjects of the Emperor, of 
the pony bet Great Britain, and of the States-Generl 
of the United Provinces, who have been or thal! 
hereafter be declar’d Rebels, to come into or abide in 
his Kingdom. His Majefty ordains all. thofe of the 
faid say aaageg Rebels, who actually refide in 
whatfoever Place of his Dominions, to depart within 


the Space of eight Days, for all et on Penalty of 


being taken, and feiz’d, and punifh’d as difobeying 
his Majefty’s Orders. His Majefty enjoins all Gover- 
nors, Lieutenant-Generals in the Provinces, particu- 
larly Governors and Commanders of his Towns and 
Places, Intendants, and Commiffaries in the faid Pro- 
vinces, and, nominally, the Lieutenant-General of the 
Police at Pars, and all other Officers and Juflices to 
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whom it fhall belong, to fee, in their feveral Statior 
to the Execution of the prefent Ordinance, which his 
Majefty wills thall be read, publith’d, and affix’d in all 
Places where it ihall be neceffary, to the End no Per- 
fon may plead Ignorance. Done at Paris the 7th Day 
of February, 1720. os

We return now tothe Finances of this Kingdom. 
When Mr. Law’s Project was firft begun to be put 
int Praétice, it _was faid, that he intended to -render 
Money of ‘no Ufe in France, which was generally ex- 
ploded as a Thing impracticable: Neverthelefs, whe- 
ther it were his nceiiion or not, it was well nigh 
effected; For the Ule of Gold was yee | abolih’d, 
and the Silver Coin was not allow'’d to be tender'd 
and accepted in Payments of 100 Livres and upwards ; 
fo that the Bank-Bills grew current every where, and 
Money was almoft quite out of Use in che French Do- 
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inions. The Declaration publith’d on that Subje& 
being, haps, without any Inftamce fince the Re- 
cords of Time, deferves, at leaft fo much of it ag is 
neceflary for the underftanding of thele new Regula. 
tions, to be inferted in this ColleStion, 


His Majefty’s Declaration for regulating the Currency o 
. Ae Species of Pig ant Silver Coin: 1 of 

J EWI8, by the Grace of God, King of France 
and Navarre, to all who fhall fee thele Prefents, 
eeting. To poe to our Subjects the Lowering 
of the Prices of Provifions, to maintain thé publick 
Credit, to facilitate the Circulation,enlarge Commerce, 
and encourage ManufaGtures, we have jude’d it was 
oper to lower the Price of the Species, to abolith the 
fe ot thofe of Gold, and to convert the Crowns 
into more convenient Species for Commerce, For 
thefe Caufes, with the Advice of our moft dear and 
moft beloved Uncle the Duke of Orleans, Regent, 
sc. and of our certain Knowledge, full Power, and 
Royal Authority, we have, by thefe Prefents, fign’d 
—. our own Hiand, faid, enacted, and ordain’d, as 


follows : 

r. That all the Species of Gold fhall continue to be 
current in Trade, and to be receiv’d at the Bank-Offi- 
ces at the Rates fet forth by the 7th Article of the 
Arreft of the Council of the sth Inftant, to the 2oth 
Day of this Month, for the City of Pars, and to the 
aft of April next for the Provinces ; and that they fhall! 
be receiv’d, during the fame Time, in the Mint-Offi- 
ces; as alfo the Bullion of Gold, atthe Rate fix'd by 
the 8th Article of the faid Arreft: And even that the 
faid Species and Bullion may be carry’d to the faid 
Offices of the Bank and Mint, without being liable 
to be feiz'd, ftopt, or confifcated upon the Road, and 
the Owners oblig’d to declare their Names. 

2. We forbid for ever all our Subjects and Fo- 
reigners, being in our Kingdom, of what Quality and 
Condition foever they be, to keep in any Place what- 
foever, after the «ft Day of May next, any Species of 
Gold, either French or foreign, nor any Bullion of 
Gold, except in the Cafe mention’d in the following 
Article, upon Pain of Confifcation thereof to the 
Profit of the India Company, and upon Pain of Con- 
fifcation of all the moveable Effects of the Perfons 


and 
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and Communities, in whofe Hands thofe Species and 
Bullion of Gold fhall be found. 

3. We permit Silverfmiths, and other Workmen, 
whofe Profeffion it is to make Ufe ot Goldin their 
Works, to have Bullion in their Houfes, in Propor- 
tion to their Work ; provided, however, and not o- 
therwife, that the faid Workmen fhall be oblig’d to 
prove that they have had that Bullion at the Offices of 
the India Company, and are forbid, on the Penalty 
aforefaid, to provide themfelves with Bullion at any 
other Place. 

4- All his Majefty’s Subje¢ts and Foreigners are like- 
wife forbidden, for ever, and upon the Penalties men- 
tion’d in the 2d Article, to keep in their Hands, after 
the laft of December next, any Bullion or Species of 
Silver, either French or foreign, except the 6th and 
y2th Part of Crowns, coin’d purfuant to the 
tion of the 19thof December, 171%, and thofe Pieces 
call’d Livres of Silver, order’d to be coin’d by the E- 
di&t of December, 1419, and the other Species that 
fhal] be forthwith order’d to be coin’d.

7 2 King having caus’d to be examin’d in his 
Council the Condition to which the Kingdom 
was reduc’d before the Eftabliihment of the Bank, 
that he might compare it with its prefent Condition, 
it-has appear'd to his Majefty, that the high Rate of.. 
Money had done more Damage to the Kingdom, than 
all the Expences which the late King had been oblig’d 
to be at during the feveral Wars: The Avarice of the 
Lender having rifen to that Heighth, as to demand 
more Intereft tor a Month, than the Laws allow’d for 
a whole Year: This Ufury had even fo weaken‘d the 
Kingdom, that his Majeftys Kevenues were not paid, 
but by multiplying Compulfions on thofe who were 
liable to pay hin: The Price of the Produéts of the 
Earth being hardly fufticient to pay the Charge of the 
Culture and the Taxes, the Proprietors receiv’ 
nothing for their Lands: This general Mifery forc’d 
Part of the Nobility to fell their Eftates ac a low 
Price, to maintain themfelves in his Majefty’s Service ; 
and the other Part of thg Nobility had their Lands 
feiz’d: The Kiag’s Favours were their only Kefource; 
and his Majefty was not in a Condition to grant them 
and even could not pay the Salaries of Officers, and 
the Penfions which had been granted for the Reward 
of Services: The Manufaétures, Commerce, and Na- 
vigation had almoft ceas’d : The Merchant and Tra- 
der were reduc’d to Bankruptcy, and the Artificer 
compell'd to abandon his-native Country, to feek Em- 
ployment among Foreigners. Such was the Condition 
to which the King, the Nobility, the Merchants, and @ 
the People were reduc’d, while none but the Lender 
of Money liv'd in Plenty; and the Kingdom was 
like to fall into a general Diforder, had not his Ma- 
jefty apply'd a fpeedy Remedy to thefe Evils. By the 
Eftablithment of the Bank, and of the India Com- 
ny, the King has reftor'd Things to good Order: 
The Nobility have found, in the Increale of the Va- 
lue of their Lands, Means to make themfelves ee 
Manutactures, Commerce, and Navigation are re-efta- 
blith’d: The Lands are cultivated, and the Artificer 
works. But notwithftanding the vifible Advantages 
which thofe Eftablifhments have procur’d, there were 
Perfons malignant enough to form a Defign to deftroy 
them, and this oblig'd his Majefty to iffue the Ant 
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of his Council of the sth of Mareb laft, for fup- 
porting, | the decrying of Money, the Credit of 
thofe fo ufeful and neceffary Eftablithments. By that 
Arret his Majefty reduc’d the different Species of the 
Indiz Company’s Papers to one Sort, and ordain’, 
that Aétions (or Shares in the Stock of that Company) 
might be converted into Bank Notes, andthofe Notes 
into A&tions, according to the l’roportion which at 
that Time was reckon’d to be the moft juft with re- 
fpe&t to the Value of the Coin. This decrying. of 
Money, and favouring of Actions, impower'd Debtors 
to clear themfelves. It remain’d for his Majefty to 
find an Expedient for employing the Sums which were 
to be paid back to Minors, to Hofpitals, to Commu- 
nities, and others the moft privileg’d Creditors ; 
and, at the fame Time, for re-chabiithing the Value 
of the Coin, in fuch Proportion as might fuit foreign 
Commerce, and the Vent of the Produ@ts of the 
Country. His Majefty has provided for thefe feveral 
Things by his Arrets, and particularly by his Declara- 
tion of the rith of March laft, which orders the Ke- 
duétion of the Value of the Coin; but as that Re- 
du&ion muft mrnay | oduce a Diminution, not 
only of the Price of Commodities and moveable 
Goods, but alfoof the Value of Lands and other 
immoveable Eftates, his Majefty has judg’d,that the ge- 
neral Intereft of his Subjects requir’d, that the Price. 
or nominal Value of the India Company A@tions,and of 
Bank Notes, thould be leffen’d, for maintaining them 
in a juft Proportion with the Coin and other Com- 
modities of the Kingdom, for hindering the too 
high Value of Coin from finking the publick Credit ;

ditors Means for the employing to better Advan- 
tage the Sums which — be repaid tothem; and, 
laitly, for preventing the.Loffes which his Subjeéts 
might fuffer in Commerce with Foreigners: And his 
a has the more willingly refolv’d upon this Ke- 
duétion, becaufe it will be even beneficial to the Pro- 
tang ot the India Company’s Actions and of Bank 
otes; for the Dividends on thém wilt be more their 
Advantage, and will be convertible into Money of 
intrinfick Value, which will produce at leaft- 50 per 
Cent. more in real Coin or Bullion atter the Reducti- 
on than at prefent.

The Stile and Contents of the Preamble of that 
Arret thew, that the Council of France thought their 
Scheme beyond the Poflibility of mifcarrying, and 
therefore begun to execute the laft Part of it, viz. to 
lower or raife their Bank Bills and Aétions of the 
Company, as they pleas’d, which they had fubftituted 
in the Room of Gold and Silver. This did not fuc- 
ceed according to their Expectation ; tor People re- 
fug’d to take Bank Notes, which occafion’d fo much 
Difturbance and Seereivaringys that on the 25th of 
May the Government was o fig’d to poft Guards in 
the Market Places to prevent Lumults. The Parlia~ 
ment met extraordinarily, and fent Deputies to make 
Remonftrances againft the Arret aforefaid ; and fome 
of their Deputies were appointed to confer with 
fome Counfellors of State, in the Prefence of the Re- 
ent, to concert Meafures tor preferving the publick 

eace, and seg the entire Ruin of Trade. 

The firft Thing it was judg’d proper to be done, 
was to revoke the fatal Arret of the 21ft, which was 
accordingly declar’d void by an Arret of the 27th, 
whereby the Bank Notes were declar’'d to be current 
as before the former Arret. Commiffaries were = 
pointed to examine the Books and Caih of the Bank, 
and the Accounts of the India Company; and .

This Reduétion of two Thirds of the Aétions, and 
the Society for infuring the Intereft thereof, ‘was re- 
arded as the likelieft Means to retrieve the publick 
stedit: But the People had been fo frighted, that 
they would not meddle with Bank Notes, except in 
Payment for their Goods, which they rais’d four Times 
above their real Value, or upona very great Difcount: 
But what Effe& this Project had, we thall fee here- 
after; and thall here take Notice, that Mr, Law, as: 
was hinted before, refign’d his Office of Controller 
General of the Finances on the 20th of May, and 
two Officers of the Swifs Guards were fet upori him; 
but on the 3d of ume they were order'd to leave 
him, and the Duke @’Antin was fent to acquaint him, 
That he was to continue at the Head of the Bank and 
of the India Company: But on the 7th of that Month 
the Seals were taken trom M. @’Argenfon, and seftor'd 
to the Chancellor Dagueffau. 


Soon after this, the Government, finding that the 
publick Affairs did not take the Turn they expeéted, 
feem'd to be undoing by Degrees what had been fo 
lately done ; and at the fame Time fell to ufing very 
extraordinary Methods to oblige thofe who had ‘re- 
mitted any Money Abroad, to recall it into France, 
as will appear by the following unexampled Ordi- 
nance. 


The King’s Ordinance, requiring all bis Subje&s who have 
remitted Money into foreign Countries to recal the 
Same, dated the zoth Inftant, has been publifi'd, and is 
as follows: 


IS Majefty being inform’d, that many of his 
; Subjects, who, “in thefe latter Times, have got 
confiderable Fortunes, forgetting what they owe to 
their Country, inftead of laying out their Money in 
Purchafes in the Kingdom, or promoting Commerce 
and Manufaétures, have fent the greateft Part thereot 
fito foreign Countries, and have concern’d — 
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felves in trading Companies ; and that fome others of 
his {aid Subje&s keep in the faid foreign Countries 
confiderable Sums in Specie, with a Dei n to place 
the fame there, which has kept up the Cnthanine to 
the Advantage of Foreigners, and has occafion’d the 
exporting out of the Kingdom a confiderable Quan- 
tity of Species: And his Majefty confidering how 
much itis important to remedy an Abufe fo contrary 
to the Laws of the Government, and at the fame 
Time fo prejudicial to the State; and the Neceflity of 
roviding againft the fame, however, without con- 
Pining the Liberty of Commerce, to which his 
Majefty 1s always refolv’d to continue his Protection ; 
his Majefty, with the Advice of Monfieur the Duke 
of Orleans, Regent, bas ordain’d and ordains, That 
in general all his Subjeéts, of what Quality and Con- 
dition foever they be, who are concern’d in Compa- 
nies of Commerce in foreign Countries, {hall be 
oblig’d to recall their Funds, and caufe the fame to be 
brought again into the Kingdom within two Months 
at the fartheft, reckoning from the Day of the Pub- 





' jication of this prefent Ordinance; which {hall be 


likewife obferv'd-by thofe who have depofited any 
Money out of the Kingdom, excepting, neverthelefs, 
the Funds Bankers, which Merchants, and Traders have 
there for sheir Commerce, or for their own Account, 
or the particular Societies they have in the faid fo- 
reign Countries ; upon a Penalty to fuch as {hall act 
contrary thereunto, of double the Sum they have re- 
mitted into foreign Countries ; which Penalty, where- 
ot one Half is to belong to his Majefty, and the 
other to the Informer, thall not be remitted, reduc 4, 
or moderated upon any Pretence whatfoever.

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Meanwhile the Affairs of the Finances fell into fo 
great Diforier, that fe Court feeing little Hopes of 
retrieving them, apply’d to the Parliament, whofe 
Deputies and the Minifters of States had feveral Con- 
ferences together: But the Parliament refufing to come 
into the Meafures the Court had projected, this pro- 
duc'd an open Rupture between them; and the Par- 
liament was remov’d from [aru to Pontoife in the fol- 
lowing Manner. On the 21ft of July, by three in 
the Morning, the Mufquetaires, the Life-Guards, the 
French and Swifs Guards, and the Archers of the 
Marihalfey, were in Arms ; and a ftrong Detachment 
was fent to the Palace where the Parliament meets, 
with Orders to fuffer no Affembly there; and about 
the fame Time Letters under the Royal Signet were 
fent by Mufquetaires to al] the Prefidents and other 
Members of the Parliament, requiring them to re- 
pair to Pontoife (a Place within fix Leagues of Paris) 
in forty-eight Hours. The Tenor of thele Letters was 
as follows :

transfer my Court of Parliament of Pari to the 
Town of Pontoifz, 1 write to you this Letter, by the 
Advice of my Uncle the Duke of Orleans, Regent,

This Order was punctrily obey’d, and the Par 
liament remov’d to Pontoife within the Time ap- 
pointed ; where they held their Affemblies in the 
Monaftery of the Francifcan Fryars.; and on the 
27th of Fuly they regifter'd the King’s Declaration, by 
virtue whereof they were transferr’d thither; which 
Declaration is as follows ;

All our Application, fince our 
Acceflion to the Crown, has been to feek Means to 
difcharge the confiderable Debts with which we found 
our State incumber’d, and to procure Kelief to our 
People ; and we may flatter ourfelves that we have 
already undertaken it with Succefs, by the wife Coun- 
cils of our deareftand moft beloved Uncle the Duke 
of Orleans, Regent of our Kingdom, feeing the Debts 
of the State have been confiderably Jeffen’d, our Re- 
venues augmented, and the People eas'd of a great 
Number of burdenfome Impofitions: Yet we are 
riev'd to fee, that the Officers who compofe our Par- 
lament of Paris, abufing the Authority which we are 
pleas’d to intruft them with, and ae Hy that their 
only Care ought to be to concur in the Support of 
ours in all its Splendor, they, themfelves, encroach 
upon it, by retarding the Execurion of our Decifions, 
relating to the Adminiftration of the Finances of our 
Kingdom: And it being our Intention to prevent 
new Difficulties on their Part, which would have no 
other Effect than to occafion Miftrufts and Difturban- 
ces in our good Town of Paris, we have refolv’d to 
transfer our faid Parliament of Paris to another Town, 
where they may be only taken up in adminiftring 
uftice to our Subjects.

Meanwhile the Diforders of the Finances oblig’d 
the Court to have Recourfe to fome Methods they 
flighted ‘before, and to confult the moft eminent 
Bankers and Merchants of Parz,to whom the following 
Memorial was given, to have gheir Advice upon it. 


“mr HERE have been made Bank Bills for 2600 


‘EL Millions, whereof for 574 Millions have beca 
burnt ‘till the 23d of Fly inclufive: There are re- 
maining in the Cath of the Bank, to be burnt, for 
about 290 Millions; fo that there remain in all! for 
about 1800 Millions. 

Three Methods have been made Ufe of hitherto 
to call in the faid Sum of r¥00 Millions, viz. 1/f, 
600 Millions of Rents on the Town-Houle ; that 
is to fay, 500 Millions remaining, befides the Mil- 
lion already paid in, which thall be fill’d up with 
what remains of ‘the Receipts of the Contracts not 
yet exchang’d.

This was fo very nice an Affair, that the Bankers 
and Merchants milly declin’d giving their Opinions 
pon it, knowing they muft either bely their own 
js ee a or incur the Difpleafure of the Court. 
About this Time the Court fent to the Parliament 
the King’s Declaration concerning 2 Proje&t of Ac- 
eomimodation relating to the Pope’s Bull Unigenitus, 
commanding them to regifter the fame, infinuating 
totheni, that if they comply’ with the Defires of 
the Court, they might hepe to be recall’d to Pure ; if 
not, they might e&t to be fent farther off; but 
neither thefe Promifes nor Threats had any Effect on 
that Affembly, who Jooking on the Conftirution to 
be, in many refpets, injurious to the Crown, the 
Rights of the Subjest, and the Liberties of the 
Gallican Church, abfolutely refus’d to regifter the 
ing’s Declafation concerning it. This Refufal of 
theirs oblig’d the Court to refolve on an extraordit 
Expedient to have that Declaration regifter'd | 
publith’d, and therefore it was fent the 16th of Sep 
tember to the Great Council, with Orders to regifter 





the fame. They miet the next Day, but when the 
Queftion was put, it was carry’d in the — bya 


very great Majority. This Refufal was highly refent- 
ed — Regent, who on the 23d went himfelf to 
the Great Counal, with the Princes of the Blood, 
and 20 Dukes and Peers, being refolv’d to caufe the 
faid Declaration to be regifter’'d. The Chancellor fate 


as Prefident in the Council, having on his Right the ‘ 


Duke of Orleans, the Princes of the Blood, and the 
Peers of France, and on his Left the Prefident and 
Counfellors of the Great Council; and as foon as 
they had taken their refpective Places, the Chancellor 
made a Speech to the Affembly, and declar’d the King’s 
Intention to have that Declaration regifter’d: 
Senior Counfellor, whofe Duty it was to open the 
Debates on this Subject, fpoke a long Time, fetting 
forth all the Incenveniencies which the faid Accom- 
modation might draw after ir, and than fate down 
without delivering his own Opinion. Several other 
Counfeilors argu’d againft it with yet more Warmth, 
and one of them protefted againft all farther Proceed- 
ings thereupon ; but nerwithitanding their Oppofi- 
tions, 
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tions, it was carry’d by the Council, that the faid 
Declaration fhould be regifter'd, which was done ac- 
cordingly ; and on the 24th it wes printed and pub- 
lith’d, and is as follows : 


| i by the Grace of God King of France and 
Navarre, to all who thall fee thefe Prefents, Greet- 
ing. Acthe Time of our Acceflidn to the Crown, 
we judg’d, that our principal Duty’ was to confecrate 
to Religion the firft Cite of our Power, and to de- 
ferve the glorious Title of eldeft Son of the Church, 
which diftinguithes us among the Kings, by exercifing 
our Authority to appeafe the Troubles which had been 
rais'd in our Kingdom, on Occafion of the Bull pub- 
lith’d by our Holy Father the Pope, againft the Book 
entitled, Moral Reflefions on the New Teftament: Our 
moft dear and moft beloved Uncle the Duke of Orleans, 
Regent of our Kingdom, feconded the Sicerity of our 
Withes with his extenfive Knowledge and Sagacity, 
in the midft of the Cares which difticule-Conjunctures 
requir'd from him: He always look’d upon fo defira- 
ble a Peace, asa Point moft worthy his Attention ; 
and it isto his perfevering in his Labours, that we 
owe the Satisfaction of being able to notify now to 
all our Subjects the End of a Divifion, the Confe- 
quences of which equally alarm’d thofe who truly 
love the Church, and thofe who fincerely adhere to 
the Interefts of the’ State. Explications, drawn up 
witha Spirit of Concord and of Charity, “for pre- 
venting all Abufe of the Bull by talfe Interpretations 
contrary to its Senfe, have been unanimoully approv’d 
by all the Cardinals, all the Archbithops, and almoit 
all the Kidhops of our Kingdom: Thofe who had al- 
ready accepted the Conflitution, have authentically 
arefed. in the Letter they have written to our mott 
dear and moft beloved Uncle the Duke of Orlecns, 
that thofe Explications were conformable to the 
Do&rine of the Church, to that of the Bull, and of 
the paftoral Inftru&ion publith’d in 19:4; and the 
greateft Part of the Prelates who bad yet fufpcnded 
their Acceptance, have adopred the fame Explications, 
to difpenfe them to their Pecple on their accepting 
the Bull. Thus we have the Confolation to fee the 
Troubles which affi@ed the Church.of France pacify d, 
Doubts clear’d, the Contefis about the accepring of 
the Bull ended, the — io earneftly delir'd. by the 
t 
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late King our Great Grandfather, reftor'd at length to 
the Churches, and the Conftitution Unigenitus join’d 
with fach authentick Explications, that thofe who 

‘till mow had Difficulties and Scruples, can no lon 
hefitate to fubmit and conform themfelves to the 
Voice and Example of their Paftors: In thefe Cir- 
cumfances, our Zeal for Religion and for the Good 
at the Church, the filial Refpeé&t with which we are 
I'd, after the Example of our Predeceffors, for out 
Holy Father the Pope, the Confidence we place in the 
Wiftom of the Bithops of the Kingdom, the Care 
we ought to have of re-eftabliihing Order and Tran- 
quillity in our Dominions, will not fuffer us to defer 
fetting the Seal of our Authority to fo valuable a 
Peace, and taking, at the fame Time, all proper Pre- 
cautions to fupprefs the ancient Seeds of Difcord, to 
hinder unquiet Minds, talfe Zeal, and Party Spirit, 
from producing new ones; and to maintain in the 
ryhurch a Subordination no lefs jult than neceffiry. 
y this Means we fhall purfue the Sentiments of the 
Jate King, our moft honour’d Lord and Great Grand- 
father; when he iffu'd his Letters Patents of the 1th 
of February, 1714; and we hope, thatall the Prelates 
of the Church of France, uniting together in the 
fame Spirit, their prudent and charitable Condu& will 
pes and confirm fer ever the Work of their Zeal 
or the Trath, and of their Love of Peace. For 
thefe Caufes, after having caus’d to be laid betore 
us the Letters Patents of the rqth of February 1714, 
the Arrets of Kegiftration of the faid. Letters in 
our Court of Parliament of Paris, and other Parlia- 
ments and Courts of our Kingdom, the Inftrutti- 
om publith’d in +714, the Explications on the Bull 
Unigenitus, the Letter approving the faid Explica- 
tions, fign’d by all the Cardinals, all the Archbithops, 
and almoft all the Bithops of the Church of France, 
together with all the Mandates or Aéts of Acceptance 
of the faid Bithops, with the Advice of our moft 
dear and moft beloved Uncle the Duke of Grieans, 
Grandfon of France,Regent, of our moft dear and mott 
beloved Uncle the Duke of Chartres, firlt Prince of 
our Blood, ef our moft dearand moft beloved Coufin 
the Duke of Bourbon, of our moft dear and moft 
beloved Coufin the Count of Charolois, of our moft 
dear and moft beloved Coufin the Prince of Gonty, 
Princes of our Blood, of our moft dew and anh a 
ove: 
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loved Uncle the Count de Thoulouf:,lezitimated Prince, 
and other Peers of France, great and notable Perfons 
of our Kingdom, we have by our prefent Decla- 
ration, pronounc’d, ftatuted, and ordain’d, pronounce, 
ftatutc, and ordain, and our Will and Pleafure is as 
tollows : 

I. a sr as much as may be needful, by thefe 
frefents, fign’d with our Hand, the Letters Patents 
of che 14th of Febuary 1714, together with the Ar- 
sets of Regiftration of the fhid Letters, as well of 
our Court of Parliament at Para, of the rsth of F- 
bruary the fame Year, as of other Parliaments and

Condition foever, all incorporated Societies, Commu- 
nities, and Perfons, fecular or regular,- exempted or 
not exempted, of whatever Order, Congregation, or 
Society they be, even the Univerfities of our King- 
dom, and efpecially the Faculties of Theology, to 
fpeak, write, maintain, teach, give out, and diiperfe, 
diretly or indire&tly, any Thing, either againit the 
Conftitution, or againft the Paftora] Inftru¢tion pub- 
lith’d in the Affembly of 17:4, and adopted by above 
en hundred Bithops of Fsance oragainft the Explications 
on the bull Unigenitu:, approv’d by the faid Cardinals, 
Archbithops, and Bithops of our Kingdomy as confor- 
mable to the Todtrine of the Church and the true 
Meaning of the Buil. 

IJ. Defiring to fupport che Unanimity of the bi- 
fhops, and to preferve in their Dioceffis a Peace fo 
pardons for the Re eftab'ifhment of good Order and 
canonical Difcipline, we, in like Manner, expretly 
forbid and detend the making, diveétly or indirectly, 
any A& againft the Conftirution, and the prefenting 
any Appeal relating to it at the future Council, under 
any Pretext whatloever ; we require, for ftrengthening 
the aforefaid Union for the Time to come,’ thac the 
Aéts formerly made, and the Appeals here:ofore pre- 
dented, be look’d upon of no kffe&; we forbid all 
our Subjects to make oy of them in any Manner 

ta what- 
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whatfoever, and our Judges from fhewing them any 
kind of Kegard, upon Account of which, it thall 
not be lawful to proceed in any kind, nor to make of 
continue any Procefs relating to the forenam’d Ads 
and Appeals, or any other Matter that has been tranf- 
aéted upon this Subject ; we exhort, and even enjoyn, 
our Archbilhops and Bilhops of our Kingdom, to he 
diligent in the Execution of the prefent Purpofes, in 
the Spirit of Peace and Charity, of which they have 
given us fo many Proofs on this Occafion; we enjoyn 
all our Courts of Parliament to obferve, and to caufe 
diligently to be obferv’d, every Thing contain’d in 
this Article, efpecially what relaces to the Appeals, and 
to declare void.and infolent whatever thall be trant- 
acted to the Prejudice of thefe Vrefents; we not in- 
tending, by the prefent Article, to affect any ways the 
Rules ot the Church, and the Maxims of the King- 
dom, concerning the Right of appealing to future 
Councils. 





Ii]. Being willing to refirain the Licence whereby : 


many Writings are difpers’d Abroad, contrary to the 
Authority and the Doélrine of the Charch, and to 


the Maxims inviolably obierv’d in,our Kingdom, and 
to fupprefs the Rathnefs of turbulent Spirits, mtracta- 


ble and without Rule, who have taken Advantage of 
the late Difputes, whether by renewing the Errors of 
Janfenius, whether by attacking the Authority of the 
Church, whether by maintaining Maxims oppofite to 
thoie of the Kingdom, the Rights of Epifcopacy, and 
the Liberties of the Gallican Church, or the Princt- 
les of loofe Morals; we require, that the Ordinances 
of the Kings, our Predeceffors, and our own, touch- 
ing the Volity, the [cclefiaflical Difcipiine, and the 
Execution of the Church Judgments in Matters of 
Doctrine, be executed according to their Form and 
Tenor, efpecially the Letters Patents on the Bulls of

miftion, on Account of the Bulls of the Popes already 
seceiv'd in our Kingdom, fuch Exaction not being .

IV. The Ordinances, Ediéts, and Declarations gi-

Meanwhile the Affiirs of the Finances of France 
arew more and more diftraéted, and the Government 
was daily making new Regulations for the Species and 
bills; of all which ic cannot be expeGed that this 
Regifter, being confin’d to fo narrow a Compafs, fhouid 
give a particular Account: But it is very obfervable, 
that whereas about a Year ago the Silver and Gold 
Species were cry’d down, to make Room tor Paper- 
Money ; fo, on the contrary, the Bank Bills, or Paper- 
Money, had now no Jonger Currency, and nothing 
was taken in Payment bur che Gold and Silver Species 
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of the Kingdom: This Viciflirude was the rdtural 
Effect of the violent Means that had becn uféd in 
France for fome Time before; upon Pretence of Dit 
charging the Debts of the Nation: This was tlie 
pldufible Pretence, and grew to be the Ciy of thé 

Pd People; but Experience feon convine’d thei, 

t this new Way of paying ot Debts without Money, 
fetv’'d only to enrich fome few Managers ; but prowd 
the Ruin of theGenerality of the Nation, Among 
the many Arrets that were publiih’d about this Time, 
there was one very réniarkable, which, ftraiten’d as 
we are, wé muit neverthelefs find Room to infert: Ic 
feem’d calculated to brifg, as it wére, to juitice fuck 
as had enrich’d themfelves, and thén fold out their 
Stocks in the Bank and Jndia Compatiy 3 _ arid by thus 
leflening them, occafion’d the Difcredir thereof: The 
Aret we were {peaking of is as follows : 


W Hereas it has been reprefented to his Majefty in 
» Council, that the Condition of thofe: who 
have retiain’d Actionifts in the Jidia Company, and 
are fatisty’d with the Profit of the Benefit arifing 
from the faid AGtions, fo much differs fromthat of a 
great Nuniber of Perfons who have withdrawn the 
greateft Vatt of their Stock from the faid Company, 
to carry to other Parts the confiderable Fortunes they 
have gotten by converting their Actions into Bank 
Bills; that whilft the former have the Mortification 
to fee the Frice of Stocks fink lower than the Price 
they paid ;for them; the latter, on the contrary, have, 
ina fh-rt Time, attain’d to fuch Opuleney as is odi- 
ous to the l'ubiick, and detrimental ro the State: That 
to fecure to themfelves the Foileffion thercof, fome 
have tranf{mitted immenie Sums into foreign Coun- 
tries, and plac’d them in publick Stocks, or laid thea 
out in buying Diamonds, €¥c. that are as coftly as 
fuperfluous: }hat others have mifemploy’d their fud- 
den Fortune in buying Lands or Houfes, which they 
havé rais’d to an exceffive Price, or by laying up 
Stores of aij Sorts of Commodities, defigning to in- 
creafe their Riches by 2 Monopoly punithable by 
Law; and that ntoft of them have lock’d up their 
Gold and Silver Species, which they have nor been 
able to lay out ; fo thar all thefe Abufes have chiefly 
eccafion’d the Dearnefs of Provifions, €¥c. the Fall 
ot the AGions and Jjank Bills, the interruption of 
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the Work of our Manufactures, and the Neceflities 
to which a confiderable Number of the Inhabitants 
of the beft Cities in this Kingdom are reduc’d. . And 
though thefe Diforders, arifing from fo unequal a 
Diftribution of Riches, were fufficient to induce his 
Majefty to tax thofe who make fo ill Ufe of them, 
yet he has thought proper to avoid alarming the fair 
Actionifts, who have not parted with their Stock, by 
the Precedent of a Tax, the Confequences of which 
might be dangerous to them ; and he is refolv'd to re- 
medy thefe Evils in a more mild and eafy Manner, by 
obliging the old Actionifts, who. are the Occafion of 
them, to purchafe Actions to the fame Value as they 
had before, and thereby to replace in Trade, at leait, 
a Part. of the Riches they have taken from it, that 
their Fortunes, becoming thereby profitable to ‘the 
Kingdom and to themfelves, may ferve to fupport an 
Eftabliihment which may be as advantageous to the 
State as that of the India Company ; for which it be 
ing necefflary to provide, his Maiefty being in his 
Council, with the Advice of Monfieur the Duke of 
Orleans, Regent, has ordain’d and ordains. 

1. That fuch of the old Actionifis of the India

Can we imagine we have léfs Need of Re- 
pentance than thofe on whom the.Lord is.feen exer 
cifing all the Rigour of his }uftice > 


Faith 
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Faith grows weaker daily ; Libertinifim and Irreli- 
gion make a rapid Progrefs; ralh and audacious Spi- 
sits, blafpheming what they are ignorant of, attack 
openly the Foundations of ‘Keligion: The facred 
Rules and Maxims of the Gofpel are hardly any 
longer known, but by a fmall Number of faithful 
Souls; Wickednefs abounds, Charity is chill’d; and 
if the Son of Man cometh, as he himfelf has declar’d 
he will in the: latter Days, would he find Faith on the 
Earth ? 

- The Authority of the Church is contemn’d ; her 
Laws are no more refpected ; the Lord’s Day is pub- 
lickly protan’d by mercinary |abour and unlawful 
Traftick, by criminal Pleafures, and thameful De- 
baucheries; Fafis and Abftinence, obferv’d fo reli- 
gioufly by our Fathers, are fcandaloufly broken; Li- 
centioufnefs and Corruption, the fatal Fruits of Irre- 
ligign, reign every where; Men give themfelves up to 
infatiable. Avarice, which God fo rigoronfly condemns 
inthe Holy Scriptures; Ufury and Fraud are openly 
practis'\d, in Defiance of divine and human Laws, as 
God complains by his Prophets ; there is no longer any 
Curb ftrong enough to reftrain Covetoufnefs, which 
St. Paul defcribes as the Root of all Evil. 

The Ufe of thefe Treafures of Inzquity is not lefs 
criminal than the Means ufed to acquire them; the 
rich Man is become infenfible of the extream Miferies 
of his Brethren; his Heart grows harder wish his A- 
bundance ; his Wealth ferves only to foment and gra- 
tify his Paflions ; Luxury, carry’d to. the utmoft Excefs, 
has corrupted the publick Manners, over-turn’d al! 
Order, confounded all Ranks and Conditions, and 
ftifled all Notions of .Duty and Decency: Vice, once 
embolden’d and fupported by the Multitude, triumphs 
openly with an audacious Face; Integrity, Probity, 
Candour, are deem’d the Qualities of a mean Spirit ; 
Men are alham’d to preferve any little Remains of 
Virtue, and not to be diffolute enough. 

When we have fo many Diforders before our Eyes, 
ought we to wonder that God, who is Juit, Hely, 
and Almighty, extends his Arm to punifh this De- 
luge of Wickedne’s which overfpreads the Earth ? 
Does not our prefent Condition recall to our Minds 
the Times of the Prophets, and do we not defeive 
the fame Reproaches which God ufed to Feru/alem, 
Once whe faithful City, ~— a Proftitute, abandon’é to 
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all the Depravednefs of ber Heavt! It is in vain that I 
have chaftis'd you, faith God by the Mouth of I/aiab, 
I redouble my Blows, and you multiply your Offences; 
there is no found Part on which I can firike, nothin 
but Wounds and Bruifes, not closd nor mollify’d wit 
Ointments. 

Shall the Paftor, wha is Witnef§ of all thefe Dif- 
orders, be content with groaning for them at the 
Foot of the Altar? Shall ce be a dumb Speétator of 
the Iniquities of the People committed to his Charge, 
and for whom he isto anfwer Soul for Soul? Does 
not Géd himfelf command us to lift up our Voice, 
to call upon Sinners to bethink themfelves, to ani- 
mate the Fervour of the Juft, to excite all Men 
to pacify the Wrath of Heaven by Fruits worthy of 
Repentance ? 

We know there are in this — City ma-

HE furious Methods taken in the Profecwtion 

and Punithment of Herefies, as they call them, by 
the Popith Inquifition, has been fo much talk'd of jn 
the World, and many Books have been written on 
that Subjeé&t, fome of them even by Roman Catholicks 
themfelves, who, taught by the Rules of Humanity 
as well as Chriftiany, have abhorr’d the Cruelry and 
Injuitice of thofe Courts: But we fee this Week 
a Specie of thefe Things in a more moving Man- 
ner; the Proceedings. of the Inquifition at Lifbon 
having been publiih’d at large, upon the’ duro 
da Fe, which you may call indeed, The Sefions Paper of 
the Church. . 

Here you will fee indeed, that there were but two 
burn’d for Judaifm; but you wiil have a Specimen 
of the Cruelties of their Sentences, and the Crimes 
for which they were pronounc’d. I think it would 
be a Thing worth your while to make publick to the 
Werld on many Accounts ; particularly, to let Engli/b- 
men and Britons know the benefits of religious Li- 
berties, and of being deliver’d from torturing their 
Confciences as well as their Bodies. 

But that thefe Things may not be miftaken in the 
Reading, I fend you this to take a Place in your 
Paper, if you think fic, that the Readers may’ not 
miftake the Accoynts given in Publick by the Papifts 
themfelves. 

x You may perceive, that as _moft of thef& 
Wretches condemn’d and fentenc’d, are for Quietifm 
and Sufpicion of Judaifm, and the like; {o moft 
of the Guile laid upon them.of that Kind, is by 
extorted Confeflions, forc’d from them by infip- 

able Tortures, in the Prifons and Tribunals of the 

quilition, 

2. That as thefe Confeffions are extorted by Racks, 
Suffocations, W. ights, and Pulligs, and -innumera- 
ble Torments, which human Nature is not able 
to bear; fo moft of thofe Criminals, or many of 

7s" them, 
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them, have Confeflions written out for’ them, 
and they are oblig’d to fet their Hands to them, 
many Times not fo much as knowing what they 
contain. 

3 That many of them, it we may judge by the 
Ufage of the Inquifition, have fuffer'd the Severi- 
ties of the Prifons of the nay eeneian, perhaps, for 
many Years, before they are brought out thus to 
receive their Sentence; and are buta few of ma 
ny, who, it may be concluded,*have perifh’d in 
_ Prifons by the cruel Ufage they have receiv’d 
there. 

Tis evident feveral of thefe miferable fentenc’d Crea- 
tures, are brought out of the Inquifition of the Bra- 
fils, to the Inquifition at Lifbon; fothar they have 
fuffer’d the Severities of both; in both which, the 
Imprifonment, and Ufage there, is always worfe than 
the Puniihment. 

Befides this, we are to obferve the Equality, or m- 
ther Inequality of the Punifhment, not only to one 
another, but to the Crimes for which they are in- 
fliGted : For Example, the Tanner is fentenc’d only to 
fpiritual Penance and Inftruéction for denying Chrift, 
andturning Turk ; whereas another for Quictifin, or 
Popifh Quakerifm, is banith’d forten Years to Angola, 
a Province in 4frica, among the Negroes; and ano- 
ther for efcaping Prifon, condemn’d for ten Years to 
the Gallies. 

Laftly, you are to obferve, That all thefe Severities 
are upon the Perfons Repentance, as they term it, and 
abjuring the Errors for which they are _— upon 
them; for if they had made open Profeflion of ay’ 
of thofe Errors, as they call them, and perfifted: todo 
fo, they had worn the San Benito, that is, a Suit of 
Canvas, painted over with Devils and Flames, and 
been burnt alive without Mercy. 

Publifh this, Sir, if you havea true Zeal for the 
Proteftant Religion, that. impartial Readers may fee 
the Cruelty of the Popith Ecclefiaftick Judicatures,and 
refle& juftly upon the Liberty and Clemency of Pro- 
teftant Governments ; where Juftice is fo univerfally 
mix’d with Mercy, thatno Man has any Reafon to 
abhor Religion tor the Inhumanity and Tyranny of its 
Profeffors ; where Confcience is left to judge of Princi-

Ti E King of Spain having deliver’d up Sicily and 
Sardinia to the Emperor, and ‘withdrawn his

being inform’d of their Apprehenfions, writ the fol- 
lowing Letter to Colonel Stanhope, his Britannick Ma- 
jefty’s Minifter at Madrid. 


SIR, 
Y the laft Letters from dndaloufia, the King, my 
Mafter, is inform’d, that upen the affembling of 
Troops, and the other Difpofitions which are making 
in thofe Parts tor his Royal Service, the Britif Sub- 
jets have entertain’d a Sufpicion that they might be 
intended againft Gibraltar: As this Surmife is fo very 
con to the good Faith which his Majefty thews, 
and will ever religioufly obferve, in maintaining that 
Correfpondence in which he is defirous to continue 
with his Britannick Majefty and the Britif/ Nation 
thefe Advices have very fenfibly affected him; an 
his Majefty commands me both to exprefs thus much 
to you, and to affure you, that thofe Preparations are 
not, as indeed they ought not be, intended, either 
againft Great Britain, or any Place belonging to it, 
or againft any of its Allies. Which Affurance, Sir, 
you may be pleas'd to give, not only to the Governor 
of Gibraltar, but where-ever elfe you {hall judge pro- 
per, and to whatever Perfons are capable of apprehend- 
ing any fuch Attempt trom his Majefty’s religious Dif- 
pofition.

in general feem’d perfwaded that his Catholick Ma- 
jefty had another Enterprize in View, than an Ex- 
pedition into Africa, as by this Time wgs given out; 
Yy2 thought 
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thought not fit to hold the World any longer in Suf- 
pence, and therefore order’d their Minifters in fo- 
reign Courts to declare, That the Expedition was in- 
deed defign'd againft the Moors, Thefe Notifications 
were all of the fame Nature, and therefore it will 
fuffice to infert here the Copy of a Letter written by 
the Marquels. de Grimaldo to Don Antonio dela Rofa, 
Conful of Spain at London, which he communicated, 
the 1ft of November, to the Lords |uftices of Great 
Britain, and is as follows: | 








HE King being prompted by his Catholick Zeal, 
T to extend and propagate the Law of Chrift, more 
than by a Defire to conquer and add new Kingdoms 
to his Crown ; and, particularly, in order to drive 
away the Moors from before Ceuta, and free as. well 
that Place trom the obitinate Siege it has undergone 
for fo many Years, asthe Coafts of Spain from the 
continual Robberies and Piracies committed by thofe 
People; his Majefty has refolvd, that an Army fhould 
be affembled in the Andalufias, which, under the Com- 
mand of the Marquefs de Lede, is to be imbark’d on 
the Naval Armament he hath order’d to be prepar’d 
for that Purpofe on thofe Coafts, and tranfported to 
Africa. This Expedition being now upon the Point 
of Execution, his Majefty has thought fit { fhould 
¢ommunicate it to you, for your Information, and 
that you may declare and publith the fame at the

Moreover, to put it beyond all Doubt that this 
Expedition of the Spaniards was defign’d for any 
other End than to act againft the Moors, and particu- 
larly to deliver the Garrifon of Gibraltar from the 
Seerenenons they were in, the Marquefs de Lede, 
who commands in Chief the Troops of Spain de- 
fign’d. for that Enterprize, and who arriv'd in the 
Camp at St. Hocgue on the 7th of November, writ 
the ‘very fame Day the following Letter to Major 
Srnyitie: then Commander of the Garrifon at Gi-

Soon after this the Spanijb Army, to the Number of 
Near 20cd0 Men, landed at Ceuta, and on the rsth of 
November the Marquefs de Lede attack’d the Camp 


of the Moors, and entirely defeated them. The 
Account the Spaniards have given of this Action is 
as follows, 


N the rsth of November at Day-break;: the Mar- 
O quefs de Lede, Commander in Chief of the Spa- 
nifp Forces in Africa, caus’d the Gallies to approach 
the Shore by Ceuta, as near as poffible to the Camp 
and Trenches of the Moors, and to cannonade them. 
Some Hours after, the Marquefs advancing with his 
Troops by Land, attack’d thofe Trenches. They 
were guarded by 1g000 Foot, and about 3000 Horfe, 
which it is faid were of the King of Mequinez’s Guards, 
and were all cloath’d in White. After aFight of fe- 
veral Hours the Spaniards carry’d the Trenches, and 
made themfelves Mafters of the Camp, taking three 
Standards, and one Colour, a Brafs Mortar for 
Bombs, 21 Pieces of Cannon (Part Brafs, the reit 
Iron) 3000 Bullets of different Sizes, 200 Bombs, a 
great Number of Tools for throwing up Ground, a 

reat Quantity of Oats and Meal, which was diftri- 
ted among the Troops, fome Tents, feveral a) 
an 
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and Horfes, and other Things. The Number of 
Afoors kill’ in the Camp. was reckon’d to be above 
3000: The Bafhaw being very dangeroufly wounded, 
sétir'd with the reft of his Army towards Tetuan, 
taking with him the Horfe-Tail. The Number of 
Prifoners was not great, : becaufe the Moors refus’d 
Quarter, and thofe who retir'd, fled with the greateft 
Precipitation: The Baihaw’s Secretary is among the 
Prifoners. On our Side no more than 150 were 
wounded, and about 50 kill’d ; among the former is 
the Chevalier de Lede, Brother of the Marquefs, who 
was {hot with a Mufket-Ball,chat went in at his Mouth 
and out at his. Neck, which Wound is however judg’d 
curable; and among the latter are three Captains and 
two Lieutenants. “fhe Refiftance made by the Moors 
in this Action was very obftinate ; for having been 
four Times broken, they rally’d and made Head again, 
more refolutely every Time than the former; partica- 
larly the Bathaw diftinguiih’d himfelf; and our Men 
gave fignal Proofs of their Valour on this Occafion. 
The Moors were lodg’d in Barracks built of Wood, 
that form’d a kind of Town, in the midft of which 
the Bafhaw had for his Quarters feveral Apartments, 
all communicating with each other by a great Number 
of Doors and Paffages like a Labyrinth; where the 
Marquefs de Lede has taken up his owm Quarters for 
the prefent, and his Troops have theirs in the con- 

uerd Camp and Trenches. Immediately after the. 

tion was’ over,. his Excellency difpatch’d firit the 
Count de Carvacal, who arriv'd lait Night, and after 
him the Vifcount Francici, Captain of the Friezland 
Regiment of Dragoons, who came hither this Morn- 
ing with the three Standards and the Colours; and 
the Particulars’ above-mention’d were brought by 
thefe Officers, who fay, that in this vigorous Aétion 
the Moors behav'd with great Skill; like the moft re- 
gular Troops, being commanded by Renegado Offi- 
cers of determin’d Courage. The News of this 
Victory was immediately made publick, the Bells of 
the Royal Church were rung above an Hour, and 
this Morning Te Deum was fung in. the Prefence of 
their Majeflies, attended by the whole Court in fplen- 
did ‘Habits, for a Succefs fo much defir'd, the Barba- 
yians having at length been forc’'d to raife a Siege 
which had Jafted 26 Years, 
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Ceuta'isa Town of Africa, lying in the Sereights of 
Gibraltar : It is in the Kingdom of Fe2, in the Pro- 
vince of Hobat, and was tormerly the Capital of Mau- 
renia Tingitana : The Romans call’d it Civitas, and Pem- 
ponius Mela, Septa. Yt was taken from the Romans by 
the Goths: The Avabians were Maftets of it atterwards, 
and in rqz1 John I. King of Portugal, took it fiom 
the Moors. Philip VV. Kin of Spain, having gain’d 
all Portugal in 1580, and obfetving the Strength and 
Importance of this Place, and how near it was to his 
Kingdom of Spain,put a Spanif) Governor into it,which 
was the Reafon that this was the only Place that was 
lett to Spain, when, in 1640, all the Places which 
belong’d to the: Crown of Portugal, having all, ex- 
cept ‘this, Porrugueze Governors, {hook off, in one 
Day, the Spanifo Yoke, to acknowledge their own 
natural Sovereign. The Moors befieg’d it im 1695, 
and have lain before it ever fince.

HIS Declaration of the future Dividends feem’d 

at firft to give freth Credit to the South Sea Com- 
pany, and rais‘d their Stock to about 800 for the O- 
pening of the Transfer-Books; yet it foon flagg’d, 
and gradually, in about three Weeks Time, fell be- 
low 400. Bat to refume the Hiftorical Account of 
this important Affair, we muft take Notice, That the 
Directors having proceeded thus far, thought it high 
Time to get the Sanction of the whole Conppentee, 
r 
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for which Purpofe, they appointed a general Court 
of ‘the faid Company to be held at Mérchant-Taylort 
Hall in Fhreadneedle-Srreet, on Thurfday the 8th of 
September, on {pecial Affairs; declaring withal, That 
this Affembly would be one of the Halt-yearly gene- 
ral Courts appointed by the Charter; and to chufe a 
Committee of feven, to infpect the By-Laws. ; 
On the appointed Day, the Friends of the Di- 
rectors took Care to repair ‘betimes to Merchant-Taylors 
Hall, which by nine a-Clotk in the Morning was 
fill’d wp; and Abundance of Proprietors and An- 
nuitants, who endeavour’d to get in, could not gain 
Admittance. The Dire€tors having taken their Seats 
between eleven and twelve of the Clock, Sir John 
Fellowes, Sub-Governor, acquainted the Aflembly 
| with the Subjeét-Matter of their Meeting, read te 
them the feveral Refolutions of the Court of Di- 
reftors, and gave them an Account of their Proceed- 
ings thereupon, of taking in both the redeemable and 
unredeemable Funds, and of the Sub{criptions in 
Money. This done, Mr. Craggs, fenior, miadea fhort 
Soni wherein he commended the Conduct of the 
DireGtots, and urg’d, That nothing could more ef- 
fe&tually contribute to the bringing this Scheme to 
Perfeétion, than Unanimity and Union among them- 
felves ; and concluded with a Motion for returning 
Thanks to the Court of Dire&tors, for their prudent 
and fkilful Management, and for defiting them to 
proceed in fuch Methods as they fhould think mof 
roper for the Intereft and Advantage of the Cor- 
poration.

© themfelves’.. One or two Members of the Affem- 
bly having offer'd to fpeak in Favour of the An- 
nuitants, and to cenfure the Condué& of the Di- 
retors, they were prefently hifs’d to Silence; and 
Mr. Hungerford rcfuming his Speech, continu’d jufti- 
fying and applauding the Directors, and concluded 
with backing Mr. Gaggs’s Motion.

* Subfcription in Money, which was objeéted as a 
* wrong Step in the Management of the Company’s 
§ irs, he could affure them, that it was none of 
© the Direétors Fault; fince they defign’d to have 
‘ made the'third Subfcription at five or fix hundred ; 
© but the Humour and Euagernefs of the People ha- 
‘vingrun up the South Sea Stock to feven or eight 
* hundred, they could not in Prudence open a Sub- 
‘ {cription at lefs than ‘a Thoufand. The Ailembly 
feem’d to be extreamly well pleas’d with Mr. Che/ter's 
Speech; but many wonder’d that none of his Bre- 
thren took that Opportunity to clear themfelves, as 
he had done. Upon the whole Matter, the Court 
unanimouily agreed to the Queftion for relieving the 
laft Subferibers, and then adjourn’d. 

On the z1ft there was a general Court of the Bank 
of England, when the Governor acquainted them, 
that he prefum’d none could be ignorant there had of 
late been divers Meetings and Conferences between 
the Direftors of this Company, and the Directors of 
the South Sea, under the Influence and ‘Interpofition 
of fome Perfons of the higheft Figure and station : 
That they had made no Agreement et with the 
South Sea; but that the Directors had thought fic to

the Soush Sea they fhall judge to be for the Intereft 
of this Corporation; which Queftion was inftantly 
agreed to with the moft perteét Unanimity. Then 
the Governor acquainted them, that he believ'd Books: 
would be ready for a Subfcription to be taken in the 
next Day, for the: Purpofe aforefaid, and that it 
would be upon the ufual Terms, viz. 15 per Cent. de-- 
polit, 3 per Cena. Premium, and 5 per Cent. Lotereft.

The Reafon of ‘this is plain; our Specie begins to fas 
beneath the Weight of our Paper Credit; and unlefs Jome 
Time be given to People to recover their Fears, ‘and récdl 
their Money from Holland and Portugal, whither they 
have remitted it, ‘in Search of new Mifliffippies, every 
thinking Man miuft dread the Confequence. 1 

I own, Sir, I am forry to fee that our Cowntrymen, who 
were fo umch elated with Profperity, ave fo very much caf 
down on the Turn of the Tide. I think their Fears now 
as much goo great, astheir Hopes were before, Yet thefe 
‘Fears dows all an infinite Prejudice : The whole Body is 
hurt, while the Netefities and Apprehenfions of particular 
den are now call’d the Price of the Stock. 

Should the Roof of thisgreat Hall, where ‘we ave fit- 
ting, happen to crack, and every Body throng to the Door 
to get out at once, how many ‘in the Company wuft, of 
Necefiry, be flifled. This Comparifon, with our prefent 
Way of ading, is too plain te néed any Explanation. 

Sir, *if that Gentleman, who calls for the Queftion, 
bas any Thing move material to fay, than what T am ‘going 
zo offer, I fall hear him with the fame Patience, I now de- 
fire he will hear me.

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I éannot doubt, Sir, but you, and your Direfors, have

what is for the Advantage of the Company; yet, I find, 
ony People feem to wifh you had waited a little longer for 
better Diss when, at the fame Time, you might have de- 
clar’d a Dividend. 

I foall heartily and readily confent to all the Refolutions 
you have laid before us, except one. I obferve, Sir, as 
your Secretary read them, that you intend to deliver out 
the Receipts of the third and fourth Subfcriptions, in the 
fame Form they were to have been at firft.

Our Building, though much leffen’d, is, I am fatisfy'd, 
Become much flronger ; and I hope to fee fome Prts of ir 
fill fo lighten d, that the middling Sort of Peeple (who 
are the Bulk of the Nation) may be able to purchafe Shares 
with w. There was once, Sir, a Spirit among thefe Peo- 





‘ple, which, if inftead of being wholly dampd, it had 


been dite&ed into a proper Channel, might, in my Opi- 
nion, have been of very great Service to this Company. 
Methinks I would have it the Intereft of every Rank and 
Degree of Men among us, to contribute tothe Support of 

u great Scheme, which w at prefent interwoven with, and 
become a Part of our very Confitution. 

Should any common Enemy take the Advantage of our 
prefent Diforders, Heaven alone knows what would be 
the Confequence! But we have this Comfort, at leaft, 
amidft all our Confufions, rhat fome of our Neighbours 
are in as bad a Condition as our felues; though, as wife 
Men ought to take Example by the Misfortune of others,

would come to name them: That by our Law it 
was criminal, fora Man that was robb'd to cam¢ 
pound the Felony, in order to have his Goods. re- 
ftor'd him: That it was the fame Thing to him, 
whether he was plunder’d by a Cabal of Sharpers, 
and their Adherents in a Committee, or by a Troop 
of Horfe at New Market : That for himfelf, he had 
none of the third Subfcription; but that the Con- 
tracts for them, were the undoing of our Nation: 
That he was forry to fee great Eftates acquir’d by 
Mifcreants, who, twelve Months ago, were not fit 
to be Valets to the Gentlemen they have ruin‘d: 
That this, indeed, was not a Court of Accufation, 
but a Court of Refolution; and therefore (though 
he .knew not whether he fhould be feconded) he 
would move, That a Committee be appointed to 
addrefs the Parliament, to bring to }hftice- the 
¢ Betrayers of their? Country. Hereupon Captain 
Maggot faid, * That one of the Direétors had fold 
* above 50000/, of the third Subfcription, at 230 per 
Cent. Premium ; and feveral calling on him to name 
the Perfon,; -he faid, it was Mr. Ambrofe P—ge. 
Mr. Budgell then mov’d, that the Queftions about 
iffuing the Receipts for the Subfcriptions, thould be 
put by themfelves. Next Mr. Cheffer, and then Mr. 
Aftell, (both of them Directors) fpoke for that Mo- 
tion, and took Notice of the Refleétions which had

‘ would be a | ae Time found for that ; but now it 
‘only tended to interrupt their Proceedings: That 
‘ for his Part, he would fay nothing, either to excufe 
‘or accufe any Man; but when a proper Enquiry 
‘ thould be made, he would then fpeak as freely as 
‘ any Body: That he himfelf never had any of the 
¢ Subfcriptions, except a little of the firft, and he 
‘ had not difpos’d of that: That as to the Differences 
‘ which might happenin relation: to the Contracts 
‘for the third and fourth Subfcriprions, he was of 
‘ Opinion, it would be neceffary there fhould be a 
§‘ Commiflion to fome Perfons (as there was at the 
¢ Fire of London) to aflign every Man’s Right ; and 
¢ concluded for the recommitting the Queftion about 
‘ the iffuing thofe Receipts. 

, Sit John Blunt {poke f 





or annulling the Contracts 
for thofe Subfcriprions, and faid, ¢ It would be hard 
“ the Purchafers fhould be Sufferers, when the Sub- 
¢ fcribers were reliev'd ; but that the Court of Di- 
‘ rectors had not thought themfelves empower’d to 
‘ make void thefe Contraéts. 

Then Mr. Brereton faid, ‘ Thar the Kefolution of 
‘the laf general Court to relieve the Annuitants, 
‘was refpiting Execution ; but the iffuing thofe Ke- 
‘ ceipts at 1oco per Cent. would be figning a Dead- 
§ Warrant for thoufands of Families: That he had 
‘ been a. Gainer by the Subfcriptions, but had rather 
‘ Jofe.the Advantages. he had made, than ro fee fo 
‘.many /Pedple ruin’d : That he thoaght the'joining 
§ fix Gueliiend of fuch Importance, together, was 2 
‘ fcandalous. Thing; and that any Member,in che 
pews of ey sarap wnt have. been hodted out 
»for.propofing fuch a Thing. 

* pe Bbba The 
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The Earl of Jfay faid, * The joining of thofe 
© Queftions was no Abfurdity ; that if any one Genw 
© tleman fhould obje& againft it, they muft be fepa 
€ rated, And then his Lordfhip took Notice of the 
* fevere Reflections, which had been there caft upon 
* the Direétors, as very impolitick at that Time and 
* Place, unlefs it came from the Friends of guilt 
¢ Perfons. That as to an Enquiry into their Condud 


¢ as feveral of them had defir'd it, fo he believ'd all 


¢ of them would meet with it in a more proper Place, 
* where he might give his Opinion. 

Then the Sub-Governor put the following Queftions 
feverally: 1, As to the Agreements made with the 
Bank. 2. The Redeemables. 3. The long and fhort 
Annuities. Which three Queftions were readily a- 
greed to, 

As to the next Queftion, which was concerning 
the iffting the Subfcription-Receipts at rcoo per Cent, 
Mr. Budge! mov'd, that it might be recommitted to the 
Dire&tors, and was feconded in his Motion by Sir 
Harcourt Mafter, 

Sit Matthew Decker then {poke for iffuing thofe Re- 
Ceipts at goo per Cent. that all the Contratts might be 
anoull’d. 

Sit Theodore Fanfen {poke on the fame Side, as did 
likewife Mr. Ingram, who added, that he had never 
made one Contract. And then Mr. Holditch alfo 
(another Direétor) fiood up in his own Vindication, 
and faid among other Things, that he had never fold 
But 1090/. 

’ Mr. Geary thereupon faid, ¢ That he was very glad 
© to hear that Gentleman, who fpoke laft, clear him- 
© felf fo well to the Court; but wifh’d the reft of his 
¢ Tirethren could, all of them, fay the fame: That he 
© had fome. then in his Eye, (and he hoped a Time 
* would come to ndme them) who had purchas‘d 
¢ Eftates, and paid for them tf third Sabfcriptions at 
« large Premiums: That fome Jikewife had made In- 
S'tereft tor being Keprefentatives in Parliament by 
¢ diftributing fourth Subftriptions ; but it were to be 
¢ with'd, that inftead of minding their Payliamenteer- 
¢ ing, they would attend the retrieving the Miferies 
*'they had brought apon their Country. 

_Heteuipon this Fourth Queftion was put; and the 
Ceurt unamimoully agreed, thar the Receipts for the 
third Money-Sub(cription be iffu’d at q per Cenz ti 
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alfo the sth: That the Receipts for the 4th Money- 
Subfcription be likewife iffued at goo per Centr. And 
then the 6th, That their Bonds be taken for Money in 
the next Payment, on the firft Subfcription. 

Mr. Budgell then faid, ‘ That he hoped they had 
$ now brought Order out of Confufion, and moved 
¢ for Thanks to be given to the Directors ; and wag 








$ feconded by Mr. Gamiley. 


- Whereupon Mr. Geary moved, that Thanks fhould 
be returned to the Gentlemen of the Bank, for their 


affifting and fuporting the Company in their Extre- 


mity. 

U mn which Mr. Craggs rofe up and faid, ‘ That in 
© fuch a Time of General Mifery and Calamity, thofe 
* Compliments might well have been {par’d ; but, 
¢ however, as Thanks to the Bank had been mentio- 
¢ ned, he could not but join with thac Motion ; for it 
¢ muft be confefs'd, that the Bank had affifted, and 
$ feafonably interpos’d to help the Company: And 
¢ that if any Salvation comes to us, ’tis owing to them; 
* and he wilhed they had been applied to fooner. 

Then the Motion was agreed to, and immediately 
the Court adjourn’d. | 

On Monday the 17th of OFober, there was an Affem- 
bly of a great many of the Annuitants and Proprie- 
tots of the South Sea Stock, purfuant to feveral Adver- 
tifements, which had been publith’d for convening 
them. At firft they were invited to meet at the Crown- 
Tavern behind the Royal Exchange ; but whether fome 
of the Direétors had Intimation of the Defign in Hand, 
or were inform’d that this Meeting was chiefly pro- 
moted by a Gentleman who had lately made himfelf 
famous tor treating them with Severity. and therefore 
were apprehenfive of fome unkind Ufage, is not 
known ; but this is certain, that the Keeper of the 
Crown Tavern was prevail’d on to put off their aflem- 
bling there, on a Dosim of a Difcovery of a Crack 
in the Floor of his Great Room, which would endan- 
ger the Lives of any Body of Men that fhould venture 
to meet there : Upon this they met at Sa/ters Halt, where 
Mr. Budgell being plac’d in the Chair, acquainted them, 
That he found a great many Gentlemen were met toge- 
ther on this Occafion, to think what might beft be 
fone for their Common Advantage; but that, as in a 

fultiteude of Counfellors: there was Safery, he was 
afraid there would be Confujion too, unlefs they Pr 
ceede 
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ceeded regularly : And therefore; he humbly moved, 
before any Thing was propofed, that they would make 
€heice of fome Perfon for a Chairman. 

Mr. Wyvill faid, That he thought this very proper ; 
and that in his Opinion, no Man would fill the Chair 
better than the Gentleman who had madethe Motion; 
whom he therefore humbly propofed. A great many 
Gentlemen aflenting to this, and there being not one 
Negative Voice, Mr. Budgell took the Chair accord- 
inely ; andthen faid, That he hop’d, fince the Com- 
pany had done him the Honour to place him there, 
they would take care there might be no Contufion ox 
Diftarbance ;_ but that every Gentleman would pleafe 
to hear calmly what any other had to propofe or ob- 
ye&: That if no Gentleman had any Thing to offer 
firft, he would prefume to make one Propefal himéelf, 
tho’ a very fhort one. 

No Body {peaking for fome Time after this, and {e- 
veral Perfons calling out tor che Propofal, Mr. Budgell 
faid, That he believ’d every Gentleman muft remem- 
ber, how good an Effect was produc’d by their laft Ge- 
neta} Court, and how much the Stock immedJiately 
sofe upon it; tho’ at the fame Time he mutt obferve, 
that it was a little hard the Proprietors had not longer 
Notice of it; tor that the Advertifement was put in 
the Daily Courant but the very Morning it was cill'd: 
That if they had had Notice of it fooner, Gentlemen 
might perhaps have thought of fome other Things for 
the Gpod of the Company : That if there was a Ge- 
neral Court now call'd, and timely Notice given of it, 
he had Reafon to believe, fome Gentlemen would pro- 
pofe fome Things for the General Good and Advan- 
rage of the Company; and that he would prefume to 
offer fomething himfelf at fuch a Court ; ‘where every 
Perfon, who had any Intereft in the Company, might 
hear, ‘and- judge of the Reafonablenefs of what ihould 
beofier'd : For thar though the Directors might be 
very-honeft Gentlemen, *twas a good old Englifi Pro- 
verb, that advis’d every Man to be at the Shaving of 
hisown Beard. Thar he had been at the Rolls-Offce, 
aiid: carefully perus’d the Charter of the South Sea Com- 
pany; by-which he found, that Nine Proprietors had, 
when they faw Occafion, a Power to demand a Gene- 
sal Cou. That he thought Nine, however, was ra- 
ther too final] a Number, but that if che myor Part of 
see Gentlemen now affenbleJ, ihould think propes fa 
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defire:a General Court might be call’d, to confider 
what was beft to be done in the prefent unhaapy Con- 
dition of their Affairs, he believ'd, fuch a Requeft to 
the Directors would carry fo much Weight with it, 
that it would be readily comply’d with. He therefore 
mov’d, if it was thought proper, that they might joift 
in defiring a General Court for the Friday following. 

Mr. Girdler' then made a long Speech, in which he 

touch’d upom a great many Things, which he feem'd to 
think might be alter'd tor the better, in relation to 
the stock, the Sub{criptions, and the Annuitants : But 
what he faid was fo long, and confifted of fo many 
Particulars, that it is fcarce poffible to, aim at repeating 
them, without mifreprefenting his Words. 
_ To this the Chairman anfwer'd, That all he ‘ad- 
vanc'd might perhaps be very true, and deferve che 
Confideration of a General Court; but that he «ould 
not fee, to what Purpofe it could be to enter into 
thofe Particulars at this Meeting, fince we had nota 
Power to come to any Refolutions upon them. 

A certaii) Quaker faid, That what the Chairman 
had acquainted them with, viz. That nine Propwetors 
had a Power to demand a General Court, was, he be- 
liev'd, what moft Gentlemen there knew before ; and 
that there was a Claufe of the fame Import, in the 
Charters of the Bank and Eai#-India Companies. 

Mr. Ecclefion, the Quaker, faid, That when he 
came to this Meeting, he was in Hopes he thould have 
heard fome Gentleman or other lay before them fome 
Particulars, that might be for the Benefit and Advan- 
tage of the Company ; that he expected fomething o! 
this Nature from the Chairman himfelt, of whom ie 
had heard fo many People fpeak. That they covld 
ripen any fuch Propofitions in this Affembly, before 
they were brought to a General Court: But that he 
could not be for Calling one, unlefs fomething in 

articular was firft proposd ; for that this would be 
to a&t blindtold, as they did when they fub{crib d their 
Annuities. 

The Chairman anfwer'd, That he confefs’d he was 
not prepar'd now to fpeak to what he thought was 
only proper to be offer’d to a General Court; where 
the Proprietors might judge for ‘themfelves, and come 
to fome Refolations: That he did not doubr, if due 

otice was given of fich a Court, other Gentlemen 
might offer Things much more material than he -_ ; 

ut 
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but that however he would prefiume to offer fomething 
himfelf at fucha Court, which he hop’d would give 
new Life to the languifhing Condition the Stock was 
how in; and would be tor the Good of the Company. 

Here there was a Demand for a General Court ; 
when Mr. Walker faid, That he thought it ftrange to 
fee Gentlemen fo eager for the Calling a General 
Court at this Time, when the King was upon the 
Point of coming Home, and the Parliament was goin 
to fit: Thathe was an Englifoman, and had an Engli 
‘Heart ; and did not doubt but that High Court wonld 
do us Juttice, and relieve all our Grievances : That for 
his Part, he could fee no manner of Reafon for calling 
a Court at this Time; that he knew, indeed, fome 
People had reported, that the Direétors ftill intended 
to iflue the Receipts for the 3d and gth Subfcriptions, 
in fome Manner contrary to the Directions of the laft 
General Court, but that he had authority to fay, there 
was no fuch Defign, nor any manner of Reafon fot 
fuch a Repott. . 

To this Mr. Harrifon an{wer'd, That all he could 
colle& from the speech of that Drawcanfir, who had 
appear’d fo very zealous at the laft General Court, and 
ufed fuch hard Language, was, That fince that Time 
he had been clofeted by the Direors. 

Mr. Hales {aid, That he would go a middle Way ; 
and propofe that a Committee might be appointed out 
of the Gentlemen then prefent ; many of whom he 
was fenfible were extremely capable to examine and 
judge of any Propofals or Schemes that ihould be 
offer’d to them, for the Good and Advantage of the 
Company ; and that fuch Particulars as thefe Gentle- 
men thould approve of, might afterwards be laid be- 
fore a General Court: That he did not queftion, but 
many Gentlemen had — fome Schemes at prefent 
for the Publick Good: That he himfelf had form’d 
one, which, if this Affembly thought proper, he would 
now read to them: Being call’d upon to do fo, he 





drew a Paper out of his Pocket, Part of which he. 


read ; but the Company feeming to think, that the 
Preface before he came to his Propofal, was a little 
too long, he was interrupted, and Mr. Walker faid, 
That any Perfon who hada Mind, might apply to the 
Directors of the Company, and lay any of their Pro- 
pofals before them to judge of: 
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* ‘A Gentleman near the Table, obferving to fome a- 
‘bout him, That Mr. Walker had call’d thofe very Di- 
‘weGtors, iri the laft General Court, a Cabal of Sharpers - 
Another Gentleman, who, *tis faid, has loft a great 
‘deal of Money and was pethaps a little}in Liquor, 
“ry'd out ina Paffion, that they were a Cabal of Shar- 
“ee anid that he knew them to be fuch: He added, 
Muft we compound our Debts with them? Where 
‘will be the Honour of the King, and the Sanction of 
our Laws in Parliament ? 
’ He was here interrupted by Mr. Wyvill, and others. 
‘And the Chairman defir'd him, fince he could not 
eep his Temper, to forbear fpeaking. 

Mr. Wyvill faid, That Gentleman’s falling into a Paf- 
fion there, could only tend to difturb the Affembly ; 
that he could not feeto what End they fhould enrer 
at that Time into Particulars ; that he conceiv’d the 
only Queftion now before them was, Whether it 

proper to have a General Court or no ? 

‘Which he therefore defir’d the Gentleman would be 
asd to confider of. 

" Mr. Ecclefton the Quaker faid, That fince he found 

the Chairman did not think proper to open what he 

had to propofe at a Genera! Court here, he thought it 

would be the beft Way to appoint a Committee, to 





examine this, or or Fig Propofal that might be)/‘d 


before them: To which a great Part of the Company 
ang f exprefling their Affent, the Chairman faid, 
That he had only firft propos’d the Calling of a Gene- 
tal Court, as what in his private Opinion, might be 
neceflaty'in the prefent miferable Condition of their 
Affairs ; but that if other Gentlemen.thought it pro- 
@ firft to appoint a Committee, he fhould very readi- 
y agree to it ; and theretore defir’d they would pleafe 
to name their Committee, 

Here a Committee was accordingly nam’d. And the 
Chairman wrote down the Names of thofe Gentlemen 
which were given to him. He was goihg to have them 
tead over to the Company, te know if they agreed to 
them, which would have ended the Afflembly, when 
Mr. Billers, one of the prefent Sheriffs of London, pre- 
verted him, by rifing up and faying, That he heard 
the Honour of the King there brought in Queftion ; 
and having’the Honour to be plac’d under his Majefty 
in an high Station, he thought this was a tumultuous 
Meeting, and weuld read — againit Ri- 
j cc ots 
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ots, if they did pot amaneately difperfe. Moft of the” 


Company. feem’d very much furpriz’d at this. And 
tho’ they-were going to fettle an Affair, which only 
related to their Intereftas Proprietors, €9 c; yet, fince Mr. 
Sheriff declared he made Ufe of the Royal Aushosise to 
difmifs them, every. Man immediately retir'd, , without 
making any Reply. And Mr, Billers having acquaint- 
ed the Government with what he had done on that 
Occafion, his Condué was approv’d of by them. 
Mean while many of the Perfoms interefted in the 
ublick Stocks, thinking themfelves aggriev’d by the 
Lite Refolutions of the General Court of the South Sea 
Company, enter’d at the Bank of England a fort of 
Proteftation, to the Effect following, viz.

7Hereas Information hath been given, That 
\ Marfeilles and other Places inthe Mediterranean, 


are infected with the Plague; and we, out of our oe 
er 
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der Care of his Majefty’s.People, and to prevenc the 
Infe&tion that might be by Ships coming into his Ma- 
of heer from any of the faid Places, by our Order 
in Council made this Twenty Fifth Day of Auzu/l, 
One Thoufand Seven Hundred and Twenty, in the 
Seventh Year of his Majefty’s Reign, have direéted 
and requir’d, That all Ships, and Perfons coming in 
the fame from the Mediterranean, ihall perform their 
Quarentine in fuch Manner and in fuch Places as in 
and by the faid Order are direSted : Now, to the In- 
tent that no Perfon whomfoever may pretend Igno- 
sance”of our Command therein, we have thought fir, 
by and with the Advice of his Majefty’s Privy-Counicil, 
and we do by this Proclamation, purfuant to an A& 
made in the Ninth Year of her late Majefty Queen 
Anne, intitled, dn AG to oblige Ships coming from Places 
infeted, more effe@ually to perform their Quaventine, give 
otice of the faid Order ; and do require that al!
